In claim 1, line 10, please replace the phrase "having flowed in the through" with 
the phrase -- having flowed through -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is distinguished over the prior art of record by providing a 
lead frame plating apparatus comprising side inlets provided in the diagonal direction at 
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opposite sides of the apparatus and a plating solution outlet having a cross-sectional 
area smaller than that of a flow mixing room. 

JP 08-277486 teaches a lead frame plating apparatus comprising a heater for 
heating the plating liquid and a plurality of injection nozzles for injecting the plating liquid 
to the lead frame at a high temperature. However, JP 08-277486 does not teach side 
inlets provided in a diagonal direction or a plating solution outlet having a cross- 
sectional area smaller than that of a flow mixing room. Therefore, the prior art of record 
neither teaches nor suggests the combination of limitations recited in the instant claims.
